the river and the number that have 
gone to the bottoai is beyond estl^ 
mating. For more than £50 miles 
the bottom of the river Is lined with 
logs. 

It has been demonstrated that 
logs may be raised with great profit. 
Walace A. Burt and others have been 
contemplating for some time the sd- 
visabllity of hoisting thpse logs,' and 
with that object In view have laid | 
their plana before ,i luinibir of the 
leading lumbermen. riie plan is to 
rase the logs by hulstlng fuglnes 
and land them ashore, where a gov- 
ernment oiielal will scale and record 
the merles found on them. When 
the original owner can he found he 
will be compensated for the logs at 
the rate of |8 a thousan dfeet. This

Donbtleas the production of flfe 
by sparka from the itlnt waa fol- ' 
lowed by the discovery that friction 
would pro<liice a flame, says Charles 
H. Cochrane, In the February "Cir- 
f;e" magazine. In regions where suit- 
able stone was not easily found, the 
inventive aborigine derieed the whlr- 
llBg-etlak or flr»4rin.

A mod- 
erate downward preeenre was exert- 
ed and as the handa worked down 
on tbe stlclf they were oeeaalonally 
shifted to a higher hold. 

An Improvement upon the hand- 
whirled drill was the application of 
a bow for rotatiag It. The rn^t man 
to make a bow-drill ia entlt'.od to 
fame as the Qrst larentor of a ma- 
chine tor he oombined several work- 
Itw yiecea la one apparatas for ac- 
compllaht&g a desired end. Thla 
father of Inventors must have con- 
((ivod the idea that If he should

.1 sfirl: !i\ the two ends of the 

stick In bule», that he could rotate 
the atlck mneh more easily and rap 
Idly than was poaal1)le with the 
handa, prodaeing great friction and 
heat much quicker and with much 
less exertion. We can Imagine we see 
him, A Kreat, iHawny, hairy man 
with a hit of a Kuat-skin for clothes 
sitting cross legRod nt the mouth of 
his oa^e, and rigging up the Brat op- 
eratWe nMchlae that vas to prodnce 
Are. 

He must have procured a large 
piece of soft and dry dead-wood and 
hollowed a spot for the lower end of 
the stick; then putting this under a 
slantln'g rock, he must have wedged 
another block of soft Wood above tbe 
stick. Having fixed them aolldly In 
place by piling atones round them, 
he wonld then take a turn of his bow 
string around the stick and draw It 
bock and forth rapidly, saonriac a 
blase in a short time.
